Men” (1977). His novels include: The Color of Light (1984), 
Tinsel (1979), Magic (1976), Marathon Man (1974), Boys and 
Girls Together (1964), and Your Turn to Curtsy, My Turn to 
Bow (1958). He wrote the mystery No Way to Treat a Lady

Born December |, 1914, Kimball, West Virginia. A.B., Oberlin College, 1937; 
A.M... New York University, 1940. She is known for a lifetime of public service 
which, in the last 15 years, has focused on the problems of aging. She is cur- 
rently director of the Department on Aging in Cleveland, Ohio (1981-). Her 
work to improve the life of the elderly includes service as the first black presi- 
dent of the National Council on Aging (1984-), head of the Cleveland Mayor’s 
Commission on Aging through the administrations of four Cleveland mayors 
(1971-1981), president of the Ohio chapter of the National Caucus on the 
Black Aged and a board member of the National Center on the Black Aged. 
She has been president of the Urban Elderly Coalition, and a member of a 


BERNARD LOUIS GLADIEUX, DOCTOR OF LAWS 


Born April 12, 1907, Toledo, Ohio. A.B., Oberlin College, 1930; M.S., Syra- 
cuse University, 1943; attended Zimmern School of International Studies, Ge- 
neva, Switzerland. He is recognized for years of public service and for leader- 
ship in the development of the National Academy of Public Administration. 
His career has taken him through local, state, and federal governments. He 
has served as vice president of the international firm of management consult- 
ants of Booz, Allen and Hamilton; director of the management consulting 
firm of Knight, Gladieux and Smith; assistant to the president of the Ford 
Foundation; consultant to the governments of Pakistan and the Philippines;

Born September 13, 1923, Pilsen, Czechoslovakia. M.D., Charles University 
School of Medicine, Prague, 1953; Ph.D., Czechoslovak Academy of Science, 
Institute for Microbiology, 1958. Holub combines creative scientafic work in 
immunology with creative writing. He has been chief research associate at the 
Clinic for Experimental Medicine in Prague for the past 20 years. His writing 
includes more than 100 scientific papers in English, several monographs on 
immunology, dozens of books of poetry, four books of prose, a translation 
into Czech of the scientist Lewis Thomas’ essays, and a very popular Czech 
travel book on America.

Born August 5, 1915, Paris, France. Diploma, Ecole du Louvre, 1942; at- 
tended Ecole des Hautes Etudes d’ Histoire et de Philologie, Sorbonne, Paris, 
France. She was director of the research laboratory in the Louvre (1946-82), 
curator (1959-72) and head curator (1972-82) of the National Museums of 
France, and head of research at the Centre National de la Recherche Scienti- 
fique (1966-82). She was producer of the regular television program, “Les 
Secrets des chefs d’oeuvre” (“Secrets of the Masterpieces”). She was named 
the Chevalier of the Legion of Honor in 1959 and Officier in 1972. She is 
Commandeur of Arts and Letters and received the Silver Medal for Research 
in 1969.

Louis Kaufman: born May 10, 1905, Portland, Oregon; Artist Diploma with 
highest honors, Institute of Musical Art, New York City, 1927. Annette Kauf- 
man: born November 29, 1914, Chicago, Illinois; attended Institute of Musi- 
cal Art, 1931-32, and Ecole Normale, Paris, 1933. At the Institute of Musical 
Art, which later became The Juilliard School, Louis Kaufman studied with 
distinguished violin pedagogue Franz Kneisel and Annette Kaufman studied 
with renowned pianist James Friskin; at the Ecole Normale, Annette Kauf- 
man studied with Jeanne Blanchard. The Kaufmans were married on April 16, 
1933. Mr. Kaufman received the Loeb Prize in 1927 and the prestigious Naum- 
burg Award in 1928. As founding violist of the Musical Art Quartet, he per- 
formed with Pablo Casals, Jascha Heifetz, Josef Hofmann, and other cele- 
brated musicians of the 1920s and 1930s. Mr. Kaufman became perhaps 
history’s most-recorded violinist, performing as concertmaster and soloist in 
some 500 films, including Modern Times, Gone with the Wind, Wuthering 


MAYNARD MACK, DOCTOR OF LITERATURE 


Born October 27, 1909, Hillsdale, Michigan. A.B., Yale University, 1932, 
Ph.D., Yale University, 1936. He has been called “easily the most distin- 
guished student of [Alexander] Pope now living,” by the Times Literary Sup- 
plement. He has recently published The Last and Greatest Art: Some Unpub- 
lished Poetical Manuscripts of Alexander Pope. and ‘Collected in Himself’: 
Essays on Pope and Some of His Contemporaries. His biography of Pope will 
be published this spring by Norton in the U. S. and by Yale University Press in 
England. Mack has taught at Yale University for the last four decades and is 
now Sterling Professor of English. He has had several Guggenheim fellow- 
ships and has been a Ford faculty fellow and a Fulbright senior fellow at the 
University of London. He also has been a senior fellow of the National En- 


JANET SPENCE, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


Born August 29, 1923, Toledo, Ohio. A.B., Oberlin College, 1945; M.A. and 
Ph.D., University of lowa, 1949. A student of psychologist R.H. Stetson at 
Oberlin during the war years, she has done pioneering work on the psychology 
of gender. Working with Robert Helmreich, Spence studied the attitudes of 
men and women toward a female student being interviewed for a job who 
demonstrated varying degrees of competence and a gender-related pattern of 
interests. Helmreich and Spence found that both men and women preferred 
women who demonstrated competence in male roles. In 1978 the study culmi- 
nated with the publication of her book, Masculinity and Femininity: The Psy- 
chological Dimensions, Correlates, and Antecedents. Spence is the Ashbel 
Smith Professor of Psychology and Educational Psychology at the University 


Heights, and The Diary of Anne Frank. The Kaufmans championed the works 
of contemporary composers both here and abroad and were major contribu- 
tors to the postwar resurgence of interest in the music of Vivaldi, Torelli, and 
Telemann. Mr. Kaufman was the first American violinist to perform and re- 
cord Vivaldi’s The Four Seasons and premiered entire cycles of Vivaldi concer- 
tos throughout Europe and South America. Both Kaufmans encouraged 
Oberlin alumnus and black American composer William Grant Still to create 
his works for violin and piano and then performed them widely in concert and 
had them issued as recordings. Their discs are represented as part of the Mas- 
ter of the Bow series of albums produced by the University of Toronto Record- 
ings Archive. Following a visit to Oberlin in 1981, during which they gave 
master classes and informal lectures, they established the Louis and Annette 
Kaufman Awards given annually to an outstanding student violinist and 
chamber music pianist.
